THE CONRAD RDS MANAGER 


“Pat Dyer is owed a big recognition for what he has 
been doing with the Conrad RDS Manager and he 
hasn't even been tooting his hom about it. | counted 
his dx report totals in the November column...roughly 
528 loggings (both new and relogs) in his report, with 
121 of them being id’d with the RDS Manager. That 
converts to almost 23% of the stations he listed as 
toggings. That actually surprises me...up until reading 
his report, my sources have been saying that the U.S. 
is just a little over 10% in use of RDS, but not 
according to Pat's report’. 

These words come from WTFDA member Jim 
Thomas of Milliken, CO. Jim pays attention to Pat 
Dyer’s DX reports and he noticed something that the 
rest of us overlooked. He noticed that Pat is logging 
an awful lot of FM stations by their RDS Ids. Because 
of his observations, Jim himself bought a Conrad 
RDS Manager direct from the distributor in England. 
He tried it, and he loves it. And now the RDS 
Manager is HOT...very HOT! 

If you are subscribed to the WTFDA email list, 
then you already know a little about this. But if you 
are not, here is the information. The RDS Manager is 
made in Europe, where most stations broadcast an 
RDS signal and are light-years ahead of the USA in 
that respect. Many tuners and receivers used in 
Europe already have RDS incorporated into their 
Circuitry. Most European FM Dxers rely on their ROS 
display to give them the Ids they need to jog a station. 
With RDS starting to take hold in the United States, 
some Dxers are beginning to take advantage of the 
benefits of RDS. The biggest benefit...an iD of the 
station on a LC display that stares at you. 

The RDS Manager itself is a self-contained unit 
that sits besides, or on top of, your receiver or tuner. 
The Manager connects to one of your audio-out lines 
{A “T" connector is used to splice the unit into the 
audio line). The unit runs on 9-16 volts DC. Jim says 


the unit is about the size of a smail digital clock radio. 
Take a look at the picture below to see for yourself. 
Jim has had good luck 
using the unit for meteor 
scatter Dxing. If the burst is 
long enough, it will trigger the 
RDS Manager to show an ID 
on the unit’s display. 
Needless to say, a unit 
like this may prove invaluable a 
during next summer's E skip season and may be a 
valuable aid in Iding stations in the educational band 
that seem to play nothing but music or run nothing but 
NPR News. Now you'll be able to go there, get the ID 
and get out. 

WTF DAer Rich Wertman has been in contact with 
the distributor in the UK to try to purchase some units, 
field test them and sell them in the United States. The 
unit itself in not expensive; if bought direct from the 
UK the price is around $50.00. 

t am one of those people standing in line to order 
their RDS Manager. | think it is an exciting product, a 
way to iD more stations...stations that normally would 
not ID ever. The only fly in the ointment is that the 
units are NOT available. They have been back- 
ordered by the manufacturer and Rich is unable to 
get any at this time. But sometime they will be 
available. Maybe I’ll see you standing in line with me! 

Thanks to Pat Dyer for using the RDS Manager, 
and thanks to Jim for noticing Pat's loggings, buying 
one for himself and then telling us about it.

Build Your Own FM 
Antenna 


Antenna plans from Alexeis 
a Marreros Cruz 


Here are some antenna plan submitted 
by Alex. He uses the FM antenna on the 
left to listen to two stations located at the 
Guantanamo Naval Base from his home. 


This is a log periodic design. Elements 
are marked D1 through D5. 


Lengths of each element is as follows. 
The length represents one half of the 
total length, or from the center to the end 
of the element. 


Length of element D1 is 62.5 cm. 
Length of element D2 is 58.5 cm. 
Length of element D3 is 54.5 cm. 
Length of element D4 is 50.5 cm. 
Length of element DS is 46.5 cm. 


Spacing between elements is as follows. 

From element D5 to D4 17cm; D4 to D3 18cm, D3 to D2 19cm and from D2 to D1 21cm. impedance is 300 
ohms and lead-in connects to element D5. Isolators may be made out of plastic with the mounting holes drilled 
34cm apart. Lead-in/Balun connects to screws and wing nuts installed at element D5. Have fun with it!

For eastemers, there are various remote transmitters monitoring snow depth in the Rockies and Sierras, called Snotel, 
operating +/- 40.530. These are data burst modulated and there are many of them, serving as an MUF indicator. 
Equally, an Alaskan network on 40.69 with data bursts as well. 42 MHz +, some frequencies heard here and to 
watch: 42.120 and 42.160 appear to be Portuguese (language) repeaters but have no idea where they are from. Often 
when they are in, there is also a data burst transmitter on 42.240 from probably the same general area and sometimes 
42.150 repeater as well - not English nor Spanish. Typically, if we have 42 MHz USA reception before 8AM local 
time - 1900 UTC - it is a good omen. From Asia, look to 41.960 (AM) and 42.740 (AM) and 43.030 (AM). 
Strongest, most frequent heard during first 2 weeks of November were from Missouri (42.120 KAB302 and 
KAB202), 42.380 (KAA203), far more often that closer CHP in same frequency region. Possible SW third harmonic 


on 44.525 AM.

Forum & Other Stuff 


Chip Kelley forwarded the information about new KXVA [15] Abilene, which appears in the 
North Texas Edition of TV Guide. Fox had been affiliated with several LPTVs in the area; 
presumably these LPTVs are now doing something else. Chip also reports WLDM [23] new 
to the air. That makes two stations & two LMAs operated by Sinclair in the Birmingham 
market - neither Chip nor myself thought the FCC allowed that! Except Tuscaloosa is 
technically a separate market from Birmingham... 


Jeff Kadet noted an item in the Macomb Sunday Journal about WGEM-DT. This was news 
both to Jeff and to myself! He e-mailed WGEM’s chief engineer, who replied that the station 
has in fact been on the air since July, with 1kw. Jeff can just barely tell the signal is 
present. Note that Harris, a major transmitter manufacturer, is located in Quincy. This 
would not be the first time that strange temporary operations have happened from Quincy, 
and it probably won't be the last. 


Several Dxers noted powerful LPTV WDTA-LP [53] during a decent tropo opening in 
November. (I wasn’t thinking & didn’t bother trying to ID the strange signal on 53!) This 
station is listed as Columbus, but it is actually located in Atlanta. LPTVs can move around 
like that... 


Dave Nieman notes WDTB-LP [39] Buffalo back on the air with religion. He also reports WIVB 
[4] has offered to buy WNEQ [23] and operate it as a commercial independent. This would 
require moving the non-commercial reservation from channel 23 to channel 17 - Buffalo's 
main PBS affiliate WNED operates on a channel that is not reserved. 


Steven Scharff in Henderson, Nevada reports local channel 25 has changed calls to KTUD- 
LP. It’s a UPN affiliate, and is finally on cable after many negotiations. Religious KYRK-LP 
(35] has also appeared withi test transmissions. 


Thanks to Dennis Smith for the California LPTV information. Also in California, XETV [6] 
Tijuana has begun a local newscast at Gam and 11pm. The Fox LPTVs in Bakersfield (KBFX- 
LP 58) and Santa Barbara (KKFX-LP 17) also have local news, at 10pm. 


Nashville may be about to get its first DTV station. A new UHF antenna has appeared on 
WTVF [5]’s tower. No signals yet noted but 'm sure it’s only a matter of time. | have had 
the opportunity to observe more DTV signals in the Atlanta area. (channels 10, 25, 37, and 
39)

ones - you can still use the old URL indefinitely. The old e-mail address will probably stop 
working in a few months. Too many spammers have stolen it, and I'm tired of wasting time 
downloading ads for casinos & pornography.

And those of 
us in the South can still look forward to winter tropo. Here’s hoping everyone logs plenty 
of interesting December DX! 


Just think: the votes of 
the WTFDA membership could have decided the Presidency! (If we all tived in Florida...) 
I don’t expect the new President, whoever he turns out to be, to have the clout to do 
anything drastic. Don’t expect tough measures to speed the DTV rollout or anything like 
that. I'm most curious to find out what the changes in the makeup of Congress will do to 
the anti-LPFM bills. 15

Chronology

1875. George R. Carey of Boston 
proposes a television system in which 
every picture element is transmitted 
simultaneously, each over a separate 
circuit. 


1880. The principle of scanning an 
image is proposed, by E. E. Sawyer in 
the U. S., Maurice Leblanc in France, 
and others (approximate date). 


1900. The term television is coined by 
Constantin Perskyi at the International 
Electricity Congress, part of the 1900 
Paris Exhibition. 


1921. Charles Francis Jenkins 
incorporates the Jenkins Laboratories in 
Washington for the sole purpose of 
"developing radio movies to be broad- 
cast for entertainment in the home.” 
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May 19, 1922. Charles Francis Jenkins 
achieves his first successful laboratory 
transmission. 


Oct. 3, 1922. Jenkins first public dem- 
onstration, using Navy station NOF in 
Anacostia. He transmitted pictures, 
rather than television in the modem 
sense, by a telephone wire from his 
Washington office to NOF and they were 
then broadcast by wireless back to the 
Post Office in Washington. 


June 14, 1923. Jenkins’ first true tele- 
vision demonstration, using NOF. (He 
continued to use NOF until 1925. By 
1925, the NOF transmissions were on 
1875 kHz, using 48 lines.) 


Dec. 29, 1923. Dr. Viadimir Zworykin 
applies for a patent for an all-electronic 
television system. 


June 13, 1925. Charles Francis Jenkins 
achieves the first synchronized trans- 
mission of pictures and sound, using 48 
lines, and a mechanical system. A 10 
minute film of a miniature windmill in 
motion is sent from Anacostia to Wash- 
ington, D. C., a distance of 5 miles. The 
images were viewed by representatives 
of the Bureau of Standards, the Navy, 
the Commerce Department, and others. 
Jenkins called this "the first public 
demonstration of radiovision" (although 
Baird had publicly demonstrated a 
working television set at Selfridge’s De- 
partment Store in London two months 
earlier). 


1926. Orrin Dunlap, radio editor of the 
New York Times, describes television as 
“an inventor's will-o'-the-wisp." 


Aug. 18, 1926. A weather map is 
televised for the first time, sent from 
NAA Arlington to the Weather Bureau 
Office in Washington. 


Dec. 1926. WGY's TV station, video 
37.8 meters, sound 755 kHz begins 
operation in Schnectady, NY. 


Apr. 7, 1927. An image of Commerce 
Secretary Hoover is transmitted in the 
first successful long distance dem- 
onstration of television using Bell 
Telephone Co. experimental station 
3XN, Whippany NJ. 3XN used 1575 kHz 
video, 1450 kHz audio, 185 synch. AT&T 
had not previously announced its 
television research, which was being 
conducted by Herbert E. Ives and others. 


May 23, 1927. The first demonstration of 
television before a large audience, about 
600 members of the American Institute 
of Electrical Engineers and the Institute 
of Radio Engineers, at the Bell Tele- 
phone Building in New York. 


Sept. 7, 1927. Philo T. Farnsworth 
demonstrates TV in San Francisco. His 
transmission was electronic, unlike the 
mechanical TV of Bell Labs, Jenkins, 
and others. 


Jan. 13, 1928. Ernst Alexanderson 
demonstrates the GE system and 
announces the beginning of television 
broadcasting. The pictures were 
received on sets with 1.5 square inch 
screens in the homes of Alexanderson 
and two board members in Schenectady. 
(This is considered by some the first 
home reception of television in the U. S.) 
The picture, with 48 lines at 16 frames 
per second, was transmitted over 2XAF 
on 37.8 meters and the sound was 
transmitted over WGY radio station. 


Feb. 25, 1928. FRC grants first TV 
license to Jenkins Laboratories for 
W3XK at 1519 Connecticut Ave. NW 
Washington. On air 7/2/28 (?) 6.42 MHz, 
48 lines. 


Apr. 1928. W2XBS New York, RCA, 
begins in the laboratory. 


May 11, 1928. The first regular schedule 
of TV programming is begun by General 
Electric in Schenectady. Programs are 
transmitted Tuesday, Thursday, and 


Friday afternoons from 1:30 to 3:30 p.m., 
using 24 lines. 


July 1928. These stations are on the air 
on this date, according to John Ross: 
W2XBU Beacon, NY (Harold E. Smith); 
W2XBV New York (RCA); W2XBW 
Bound Brook, NJ (RCA); W2XAV 

East Pittsburgh (Westinghouse), W4XA 
Whitehaven, TN; W6XC Los Angeles. 


July 2, 1928. Charles F. Jenkins begins 
broadcasting the first regular telecasts 
designed to be received by the general 
public. 


July 12, 1928. First televised tennis 
match. 


July 21, 1928. Boston Post reports 
W1XAY Lexington MA has been 
licensed. 


Aug. 13, 1928. WRNY Coytesville NJ 
becomes the first standard radio station 
to transmit a television image (the face 
of Mrs. John Geloso). It was a 1.5 
square inch image enlarged by a 
magnifying glass to three inches so it 
could be viewed by 500 persons at 
Philosophy Hall at New York University. 
(WRNY broadcast sight and sound 
alternately rather than simultaneously. 
Viewers would first see the face of a 
performer and a few seconds later would 
hear the voice.) The performances were 
designed to lure the radio audience into 
buying "televisor" sets from Pilot. 


Aug. 22, 1928. WGY simuicasts on radio 
and TV (WGY, 2XAF and 2XAD) Al 
Smith accepting the Democratic 
presidential nomination. This was the 
first over-the-air remote pickup and the 
first TV news event.
